“America Must Make Better But-|
ter,” I8 the slogan adopted by the In- |
diana Manufacturers of Dairy Pro- |
ducts, according to H. C, M¢Cracken, |
Manager of Swift & Company's
creamery at Alma, in an interview on
butter conditions this week, He said
thut the slogan is one that should be |
adopted by the .“Il'hlgll'l Association |
of Creamery Owners & Managers,

“The creamery industry is contin.
uully confronted by the difficulty of
having a satisfactory and profitable
market for butter,” said Mr. Me-
Cracken.

“On December 7, 1921, the Bureau
of Markets of the United States De-
partment of Agriculture in its Chi-
cago Bulletin, reports walue of %0
<vore butter at 43'% cents and cen-
tralized at 261, cents, a difference of |
R Only a portion of the
creamery butter will grade Standards,
and a considerable portion of the
cream, as received, must be graded
out at the creameries, and made into
butter selling at lower prices.

“The trouble is,” Myr. McCracken
continued, “our producers do not all
take care of the cream as they should,
angd the manufacturer ecannot market
a hetter grade of butter until there
1% & big improvement in the quality of
eream delivered.

“One of the most important things
& clean utensils; clean separators,
washed after separation, Another im-
portant feature is promptly cooling
the cream. It is also important that
cream from each milking be Lkept
separate until it is thoroughly cooled,

“In some districts the buying of
cream on a quality basis has been
established, and the higher quality
cream is purchased at a better price
thun the inferior gquality. No doulst
this system will be adopted by the
Michigan dairymen to bring about a
letter condition and to enable them to
make better butter and to meet the
warld competition facing the butter
industry.”

FIRST PAYED STREET
IN UNITED STATES

Charleston, West Virginia, has the
distinction of being the first city in
United States to use brick for street
paving. Although brick had
used to pave streets in European
countries, principally Helland, for
nearly a century, they weve not tried
in the United States until 187].

Brick were used in Biblhical times,
They were used by the Romans, Parts
of the famous wall, still
standing, are of brick. Holland has
hrick streets more than 100 years old.

In 1871 Charleston paved Summers
street with building brick. These, of
course, were not to be compared with
the hard burned vitrified brick used
for paving purposes today, but never-
theless they served satisfactorily for
ON years,

The state museum at Charleston
has on exhibition the first brick laid
in the street, from which not more
than one inch was worn in the gener-
ation it served. In 1894 Quarrier
ctreet was: paved with brick and, al-
though 27 vears old, is still in good
condition today The brick were laid
on a base of 3 inches of sand, one inch
of tarred oak planks and a second 3
inch layer of aand.
